and ſeerets of ſome conceites, which

percaſe both be offenſiue to your grauitic,and:perilaus 
to my credit.

It is verie neere two yeeres paſt, ſince I (beingin Hol- 
land in ſeruice with the vertuous Prince of Orenge) che 
moſt part of theſe Poſies were imprinted, and nove 
my returne, I finde that ſome of them haue not only bin 
offenſiue fe t ſundrie wanton ſpeeches, and laſciuious 
phraſes , but further I heare that the ſame haue beene 
doutfally conſtrued, and( therefore) ſcandalous, 

My reuerend and welbeloue d: whatſoeuer my youth 
hath ſeemed vnto the grauer ſott, would be verie loth 
nowe in my middle age to deſerue reproch: more loth to 
touch the credite of any other, and moſt loth to haue 
mine ovne name become vnto you odious. For if I 
ſhoulde nowe at this age ſeeme as careleſſe of reproch, 
as I was in greene youth readie to goe aſtray, my faults 
might quickie gtowe double, & myeſtimation ſhould 
bee M oorthie ro remaine but ſingle, I haue learned 
that although there maie bee found in a Gentleman 
whereby to be reptehended or rebuked, yt ought hee 
not to be worthie of reproofe or condemnation. 

All this 1 ſet downe in Preamble, to the ende I maie 
therby purchaſe your patiẽce. And as I deſire that you 
wil not condemne me without proofe,: fo am I conten- 
ted that if hereafter you finde me guiltie, your deffnitiue 
J. ii. ſen- 
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ſentence ſhall then palle publikelie vnder the Scale of 
Seueritie. 

It were not reaſon (right reucrend) that I ſhoulde be 
ignorant howe gen: ra he we are all * proni ad ma- 
lam quam ad bonum. Euen ſo is it requiſite that I acknou- 
ledge a generall reformation of maneis more neceſſatie 
to be taught, than anie whetſtone of vanities is meete 
(in theſe — to bee ſuffered. And therefore as yout 
grauitie hath thought requiſite that all idle bookes or 
wanton pamphlets (houlde bee forbidden, ſo might it 
ſeeme that I were woorthie of great reprehenſion, if J 
ſhould be the author of euill wilfullie, or a prouoker of 
vices wittinglic. And yet ſome there are who haue not 
ſpared to report that I received great ſummes of monie 
for the firſt printing of theſe Poſies, whereby (if it were 
truc) I might ſeeme not onelie a craftie Broker for the 
vtterance of garith toies, but a corrupt marchaunt for 
the ſale of deceitfull wares. 

For anſwere hereof it is moſt true (and I call heaven 
and earth to witneſſe) that I neuer receiued of Printer, 
or of anie other, one grote or pennie for the firſt copies 
of theſe Poſies. True it is that I was not vnwilling the 
ſame ſhould be imprinred : And that not of a vaineglo- 
nous deſire to be thought a pleaſant Poet, neither yct of 
a light mind to be counted a cunning louer, For though 
in youth las often ouerhardie to put my name in bal- 
lance of doubt full iudgements, yet nowe l am become 
ſo baſhfull that I coulde rather bee content to leeſe the 
praiſe of my follies , then to hazard the miſcongeite of 
the graue and graie headed tudges, But to confeſſc a 
trueth vnto you right reverend (with whom] may not 
long diſſemble in caſes which io gencrallie do touch all 
men) I was the rather contented to ſee them imptiuted 
for theſe ſundtie conſiderations, 

Firſt, for that I have ſeene diuers authors, (both lear- 
ned and well learned) which after they haue both tefor- 
med theit᷑ liues, and coucrted their ſtudſ es, haue not yer 
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diſdeined to reade the Poems which they let paſſe their 
pens in youth. Fot it ſeemeth vnto mee that in all ages 
Poetric hath bene not onelie permitted, but alſo it hath 
bene thought a right good and excellent qualitie. 

Next vnto this, I haue alwaies bene of opinion, that 
it is not vnpoſſible either in Poemes in Proſe to wrue 
both compendiouſlic, & petfectly in our Engliſh tong. 
And therefore although I challenge not vnto my ſelte 
the name of an Engliſh Poet, yet may the reader finde 
out in my writings, that I haue more faulted in keeping 
the olde Engliſh wordes (quamuis iam obſoleta) than in 
| borowing of other languages, ſuch Epichetes and A- 
diectiues as ſmell of the Inkhorne, 

Thirdle,asI ſeeke aduauncement by vertue, ſo was 
Idefirous that there might temaine in pablike recorde, 
ſome pledge or token of thole giftes + herewith it hoth 

leaſed the Almightie to endue mee: To the ende that 
thereby the vertuous might bee incouraged to emploie 
my pen in ſome exerciſe which might tende both to my 
preferment, & to the profit of my countrie. For manie a 
man which maie like mine outward preſence,might yet 
haue doubted whether the qualities of my minde had 
bene correſpondent tothe proportion of my bodie, 

Fourthly,becauſe I had written ſundrie things which 
could not chule but content the learned and godlie rea + 
der, therefore] hoped the ſame ſhoulde ſerue as vndou- 
ted proofe,that I had laide aſide vanities, and delighted 
to exerciſe my penne in morrall diſcourſes, at leaſt the 
one paſſing (cheeke by chee ke) with the other, muſt of 
neee ſſuy perſuade both the learned, & the light minded, 
that I could atwell ſow good grains, as graines or draffe. 
And I thought not mec te (being intermingled as they 
were) to caſt away a whole buſhell of good ſeede, for 
two or three graines of Darnell or Cockle. | 

Laſtly , I perſuaded my ſelfe that as in the better ſor! 
of the ſame I ſhoulde purchaſe good liking with the ho- 
norable aged. So cuen in the worſt ſort, I nught yet ſerue

18 a myrror for vnbridled youth, to auoide thoſe perils 
which Ihad paſſed. For little may he doc which hath e- 
ſcaped the rocke or the ſandes, if he can not waft with 
his hand to them that come after him. 

Theſe conſidetatious (right Reuerend)did firſt moue 
me to conſent that theſe Poems ſhoulde paſſe in print, 
For recapitulation whereof, and to anſwere ynto the 
obiections tharmaie be geuen: ] ſaie to the firſt, that T 
neither take example of wanton Ouid, doting Nigidi- 
ut, nor fooliſh Semocratins : But I delight to thinke that 
the reuerend Father Theodore Beza, whoſe life is woor- 
tliche he come a lantetne to the whole worlde, did not 
yet diſdaine to ſuffer the continued publication of ſuch 
Poemes as he wrote in youth. And as hee termed the at 
laſt Poemata caſtrat a. So ſhall your reuerend iudgements 
behold in this ſccond edition, my poemes gelded from 
all filthie phraſes, cotrected in all erroneous places, and 
beutified with addition of manie morall examples. 

To the ſeconde,although I be ſomtimes conſtreyned 
for the cadence of times, or per licenciam Poeticam, to vic 
an inkehorne terme, or a ſtrange word: Vet hope I that 
it ſhall bee apparant I haue rather regarde to make our 


natiue language commendable in it ſelfe, then gay with 


the feathers ot ſtraunge birds. 
To the third reaſon may be obiected, that if Lwere ſo 


deſirous to haue my capacitic knowne, I ſhoulde haue 


done much better to haue trauailed in ſome notorious 
peece of worke, which might generallie haue ſpred my 
commendation, The which I confeſſe, but yet is it true 
that I muſt take the foord as I finde it: Sometimes not 
as Iwould, but as I may. And ſince the ouerſight of my 
youth had brought me far behinde hand and indebted 
vnto the worlde, I thought good in the meane time to 
paie as much as I had, vntill it might pleaſe God better 
to inable me. For comonly the greedieſt creditor is ap- 
peaſed, if he ſee his debter willing to pay when he hath 
any thing, And theretore being ouſied in ms 
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faires (whereby alſo I ſought ſome aduancement) I 
thought good to notifie vnto the worlde before my re- 
turne, that I coulde as well perſuade with pen, as pc ar ce 
with launce or weapon: So that yet ſome noble minde 
might bee incouraged both to exerciſe mee in time of 
ce, and to emploie me in time of ſeruice in warre. 

To the fourth and laſt conſideratious, I had alledged 
of late by a right reuerend father, that althogh in deede 
out of euery flower the induſtrious Bee maic gather ho- 
nic,yet by proofe the Spider thereout ſuckes miſchee- 
uous poiſon, Wherunto I can none ocherwiſe anſwere, 
but that he who wil throw a ſtone at eue rie dog which 
barketh, had neede ofa great ſatchel or pocket: And if 
the learned judgements and honeſt minds do both con- 
ſtrue my doings aright, and take therein either councel 
ot commoditie, then care Ithe leſſe what the wicked 
conceiue of my conceits, For I eſteeme more the praiſe 
of one learned reader, then I regard the curious carping 
of ten thouſand vnlettered tatlers. 

To conclude (right teuerenchas theſe conſiderations 

did ſpeciallie moue me at firſt to conſent to the imprin- 


ting of theſe pokes, ſo now haue Iyet a further conſide- 


ration, which moueth mee moſt carneſtiic to ſue for this 
ſecond editiõ or publi hing of the ſame, And that is this 
I vnderſtand that ſundric well diſpoſed mindes haue ta- 
ken offence at certaine wanton words & ſentences paſ- 
ſed in the Fable of Ferdi vando JIeronimi, and the Ladic E- 
linora de Ualaſco, the which in the firſt edition was tat- 
med The Adventures of maſter FE. I. And that alſo ther- 
with ſome buſie coniectures haue preſumed to thinke 
that the ſame vas in deed written to the ſcandalizing of 
fome worthie perſonages, xhom they would ſeeme ther- 
by to knowe, Surelie (right reuerend) I ſmile to ſee the 


ſimplicit e ofſuch, who being in drede ſtarke ſtaring 
blind, would yet ſeeme to fee fatre imo a milſtone. nd 
the rather I ſcorne their raſh iudgnients, for that in tal- 


king with xx, of them one after another, there haue not 
two 
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two agreed in one coniecture. Alas, alas, if l had bene ſo. 
fooliſh as to haue paſſed in recitall a thing ſo done ia 
cced,yer all the world might thin ke me very ſimple it I 
would cal Iohn, Iohn,or Mary, Mary.But for the better 
ſatiſſieng of all men vmiuerſally, | doc here proteli vnto 
you(reuerend)euE by the hope of my ſaluatiõ that there 
is no liuing creature touched or to be noted therby, And 
for p̊ reſt you ſhal find it now in this ſecõd imprinting ſo 
tutquened & turned, ſo clenſed fro all vnclenlie words, 
and ſo purged from the humor of inhumanitie, as per- 
caſe you would nat iudge it to be the ſame tale. For al- 
though I baue bin hertofore cõtented io ſuffer the pups 
lication therof,onlic to the end men might ſee my Me- 
thode in writing, yet am I now thus deſiious to ſette it 
forth eftſones, to the end al men might (ce the retorma- 
tion of my mind: and that al ſuſpitions maie be ſuppreſ- 
ſed & throughlie ſatisfied by this mine vnfeined proteſta 
tio which I make vnto you in that behalfe, Finally, were 
it not that the ſame is alredie extant in ſuch fort as hath 
moued offence, I thould rather be content to cancell it 
vtterlie to obliuiõ, then thus to return it in a ne patcht 
coate. And for ful proofe of mine earneſt zeale in Gods 
ſeruice, I require of you moſt inſtathe,thar if herebie my 
s kil ſcem ſufficientto wade in matters of greater impot- 
tãce, you wil then vouchſafe to imploy me accordingly, 
Surclie you ſhall find me no leſſe teadie to vndertake a 
whole yeres trauel in any worke which you ſhal thinke 
me able to ouetcome, the I haue bin willing heretofore 
to ſpend 3. houres in penning of an amorous Sonnet. E- 
uen ſo being deſirous that all me generally (& you eſpe- 
cially) ſnouſd concciue of me as I meanc, I haue thus far 
troubled yourlerned eies with this plaine Epiſtle,writ- 
ten for my purgatiõ, in matters which (els) might both 


haue off:aded you, and given great battetie to the ram- 


parts of my poore credit, The God of peace vouchlafe 
to gouerne & product you, and me, and all his, in quiet 
of conſcience, and tenth of ſpirit.

A yong man well borne, tenderlie foſtred, and delicatelie 
accompanied, ſhal hardlie paſſe ouer his youth vithout fal 
ling into ſome ſnares of the deuil, and temptations of the 
flcih, But a man of middle yeres,who hath to his coſt expe- 
rimented the vanities of youth, and to his peril paſſed them 
who bath bought repentance deere, and yer gone through 
with the bargaine, who ſeeth before his face the time paſt 
loſt, & the reſt poaſting awaie in poaſt: Such a mi had more 
need to be wel aduiſed in his doings, and reſolute in his de- 
terminations, For with more eaſe and greter fauot maie we 
auſwere for x. mad fgllies committed in greene youth, than 
one ſober ouerſight eſcaped in yeres of diſcretiõ. Licurous 
the good prince lie philoſopher, ordeined that if an old mã 
percewing a yong man to commit anie diſhoneſtie, did not 
rebuke but ſuffer him, the aged ſhoulde be chaſtized, & the 
yong man ſhould be abſolued. 

All this rchearfed & conſi-ered, you maic(as TI ſaic)gro'y 
in ſome doubt, whether I were worſe occupied in firſt deut- 
ſiog,or laſt in pubſiſhin th: ſe toies and pãphlats, & much 
the rather, fot that it isa thing commonlie ſeene, that ( now 


Ji. adaies) 
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a daie) few e or no things are ſo well handled, but they ſhall 
be carped at by curious readers, nor almoſt anie thing ſo 
well meant, but may be much miſconſtrued. 
Andherewithall Jaſſure my ſelfe, that I ſhall be greatly 
condemned as a man verie lightlie bent, and rather deſirous 
to continue in the freſh remembtaunce of my follics , than 
contentto cancelþthem in obliuion by diſcontinuance: e- 


ſpeciallie ſince. in a houſe where mame yong children are, 


it hath bene thought bettet pollicie quite ro quench out 
the fire, then to leaue any looſe cole in the imbers, where- 
with babes maie plaie and put the whole edifice in danger, 

But ni luſtie youthes, and gallant Gentlemen, Thad an 


intent far contrarie vnto all thele ſuppoſes, when firſt per- 


mitted the publication hereof, Aud becauſe the greateſt 


offence that hath bene taken thereat, is, leaſt your mindes 


might hereby become enuenomed with vanities, therefore 
vnto you Iwill addreſſe my tale, for the better ſatiſſieng of 
common iudgementes. And vnto you T will explaine, that 
which being before miſticallie couered, and cõmonly mil- 
conſtured, might be no leſſe perillous in ſeducing you, the 
rieuous euidence for to proue me . of cõdemnatiõ. 
Thento come vnto the matter, there are three ſortes of 
men which (being wonderfullic offended at this booke) 
haue ſound therein three maner of matters (ſay they) verie 
reprehenhble,T he men are theſe: curious carpets, ignorant 
readers, and graue Philoſophers, The faultes they finde are, 
Judicare in the Creede, chalke for cheeſe, and the common 
infection of lous, Oftheſe three ſorts of mr n and matters, I 
do but veric lightlie eſteeme the two fitſt. But I deepely re- 
gard the third, For of a verie troth, there ate one kinde of 
people now adaies which wil miſlike anie thing, being bred 


las I thin ke) of the ſpawne of a crab or creuiſh, which in all 


ſtreames and waters wil ſwim either ſidewaies, or flat back- 
wards: and when they can in deed find none other fault, wil 
yet thinke Iudicare verie vnto gardlie placed in the creede. 
Or being a ſimple ſo tet will find fault at the ſhape of tne 


legge:or if they be not there ſtopped, they will not 9 to 
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the young Gentlemen, 
ſtep vp higher, and ſaie, that ¶Apelles painted Dame Fern

verie deformed or cuill tauoured, 


Of this ſort I make ſmall account, becauſe in deede they 
ſeeke a knor in the ruſh, and would ſeeme to ſee verie fat in 
a milſtone,There are alſo certaine others, who Gauing no 
Skill at all) wil yet be verie buſie in reading all that may be 
read, and rhinke it ſufficient᷑ if (Parrot like) they can reherſe 
things without booke: whE within booke they vnderſtand 
neither the meaning ofthe author, nor the ſente of the ſigu- 
ratiue (eeches, I will forbeare to recite examples by anie 
mine o ne doings. Sinee all compariſons are odious, Iwill 
not ſaie ho much the areigument and divorce of a louer 
(being written in a teſt) haue bene miſtaken in ſad earneſt; 
Ic ſhail ſuffice that the contentions paſted in verſe long its 
thens, between M. Churc hyard and Camel, were by a block 
headed Reader, conltrued to be in deede a quarel between 
two neighbors, Of who one hauinga Camel in keeping, & 
that other hauing charge of the Churchyard, it was ſuppo- 
ſed they had growẽ to debate becauſe the camel came into 
the Churchy ard. Laugh not at this luſtie yonkers , . ſince the 
pleaſant di: tie of the noble Erle of Surtie beginning thus, In 
winters inſt returne: as allo conſtrued to be made in deede 
by a ſhephe ard. What ſhould I ſtand much in reherſal how 
the L. Dauæ his dittic beginning thus, 7learh that I did loue, 
was thought by ſome to be made vpõ his deathbed, & that 
the ſoulknil of M.Edwards was alſo writte in extremitie of 
ſicknes Of a trueth my good Gallants, there are ſuch as ha- 
uing onlie learnd to read Egliſh,inr: rprec latin, greke, frech 
& italian phraſes or metaphots, euẽ according to their own 
motherlie conception & childiſh scill. The which thall ne- 
uer trouble me hatſocuer fault they find in my doings, 

But the third fort (being graue Philoſophers, and finding 
juſt fault at my doings at the common infection of loue) I 
muſt nerdes alledge ſuch iuſt excuſe as may counteruaile 
their ſuſt complaints, For elſe Tſhoulde remame worthic of 
a ſenere puniſhiient. T hey wiſclie conſidermg that we are 
all ih youth more apt to- delight in harmefüll pleaſures, 
. 4. ij. than 
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than to diſgeſtvholeſome and ſound aduice, haue thought 
meete to forbid the publithing of anie timing trifles which 
maie ſerue as whetſtones to ſhatpen youth vato vanities. 
And for this cauſe finding by experience allo, how the firſt 
copie of theſe my poſizs hath bin verie much inquired for 
by the yonger ſort: and hearing likewiſe that (in the ſame) 
the greater part hath bin written in puxſuite of amarous en- 
terpriſes they haue iuſtlie conceiued that che continuauce 
therof hath bin more likelie to ſtirre in all yong Readers a 
yenemous deſire of vanitie, then to ſerue as a cõmõ mitrour 
of gteene & youthful imperfections. Wherunto I mult con- 
teiſe.that as the induſtrious Bee maie gather honie out of 
the moſt ſtinking weede, ſo the malicious Spider maie allo 
gather poiſon out of the faireſt floure that groues. 
And yet in all this diſcoui ſe I ſee not proucd, that either 
that Gardner is too blame which planteth his garden full of 
fragrant flowers, neither that planter to be diſpraiſed which 
ſoweth all his beds with ſeedes of wholeſome heathes:nei- 
ther is that Orchard vnfruitful, which (vndet ſhewe of ſun- 
drie wee des) hath medicinable plaiſters for all infitmities. 
But if the Chirurgian which ſhould ſee ke ſorrel to ripen an 
vlcer, will take re ve which maie more inflame the impoſt- 
hume, thon is he more to blame that miſto ke his gathering 
then the Gardner which planted atight, and preſented ſtore 
and choice t be taken, Or if the Phiſition wil gather hote 
percelie in ſtead of cold endiue, ſhal he not worthelic beare 
the burthen of his o ne blame 2. _. . 
To ſpeake engliſh it is your vſing (my luſtie Gallants) or 
miſuſing of hel: poſies that maie make mee praiſed or diſ- 
praiſed tor publiſhing of the ſame. For if you ( where you 
maie learue to auoide the ſubtile ſandes of wanton deſite) 
wil run vpon the rockes of ynlau ful luſt, then great is your 
follie, and greater wil grow my rebuke. If ( where you might 
gather wholeſome herbes to cute your ſundtie infirmities) 
wil ſpend the whole daie in gathering of ſweet ſmelling po 
ſies, much ul be the time that you ſhal miſpend, & much 
more the harme that you ſhall heape vpon my head. Or if 
r | you 
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the young Gentlemen. 


you will rather bebliſter your hands with a netle, than com- 
fort your ſenſes by ſmelling to the pleaſant Marioram, then 
M anton is your paſtime, and ſmall will be your profit, 

I haue here preſented you with three ſuncrie forts of Po- 
ſies: C loures, Herbes, and Weedes. In which diuiſion I have not 
ment that only the Floures are to be ſmelled vnto, nor that 
onelie the Weedes axe to be reiected. I terme ſome Floures, 
becauſe being in deed inuented vpon a verie light occaſiõ, 
they haue yet inthe (in my iudgement) ſome rare inuentiõ 
and Methode before not cõmonlie vſed. And therefore (be- 


1 ing more pleaſant the profitable) I haue named the Floures, 
My The ſecond (being in deede morall diſcourſes, and refor- 
> med inuentions, and therefore more profitable then plea- 
| ſant) Ihaue named Hearbes. i 


The third being Meedes, might ſeeme to ſome iudgemẽts 
neither yet pleaſant nor profitable, and therefore meete to 
be caſt awaie, But as manie weedes are right medicinable, 
ſo maie you finde in this none ſo vile, or ſtinking, but that 
it hath in it ſome vertue if it be rightlie handled, Marie you 
muſt take heede how you vſe them, for if you delight to 
5 Hemlock in your fellowes pottage, you maie chaunce 

oth to poiſon him, and bring your ſelfe in peril, But if you 
take example by the harmes of others who haue eaten it 
before you, then maie you chance to become ſo warie, that 
you will looke aduiſedlie on all the Percelie that you ga- 
ther, leaſt among the ſame one branch of Hemlock might 
annoie you. 

i Iaſſure you, my yong bloods, I haue not publiſhed the 
N ſame to the intent that other men hereafter might be infec- 


3 ted with my follies fore paſſed. For though it be a comfort 
. in wiſerjjs habere conſortem , yet is it ſmall conſolation to a 
1 fellon, to haue a Coiner hanged inhis companie, And Iaf- 
. ſure you (although you will thinke it ſtrange) that Ihaue 
5 not cauſed thẽ to be imprinted for any vaine delight which 


Ihaue (my ſelſe) therein conceived, For the moſt of them 
being written in my madneſſe, might haue yeelded then 
more delight to my frantike ſanſie to ſee them publiſhed,

than they now do accumulate cares in my mind to ſet them 
forth corrected: and a deformedyouth had benmorehkelie 
to ſer them to ſale long ſithence, than a reformed man can 
be able now to protect them with ſunplicitie, 

The ſcope of mine intent, and the marke whereat I ſhot 
is double, I meane grounded vpon two ſundrie cauſes: the 
one that being indebted vnto the world (at the leaſt ſiue 
thouſande dates verie vain'te ſpent) I may y celde him yet 
ſome part of mine account in theſe Poemes, Wherein as he 
maie finde great diuerſitie both in fiile and ſenſe, ſo maie 
the good be incouraged to ſet me on worke at laſt, though 
it were noone before I ſought ſeruice. The other reaſon is, 
that becauſe I haue (to mine owne great dettiment) miſ- 
pent my goldẽ time, I maic ſerue as enſample to the youth- 


full Gentlemen of Englande, that they runne not vpon the 


rocks which haue brought me to ſhipwrake. Beware there- 
fore, luſtic gallants, howe you ſmell to theſe Poſies. And 


learne you to vſe the talent which I haue highlie abuſed,

No ſurely, 

Paracelſus, and ſundrie other phifitions & philoſophers, 
declare, that in euerie thing naturall there is to be founde 
ſalt, oile, and brimſtone. And I am of opinion, that in euerie 
thing which is ritten (the holie Scriptures excepted) chere 
are to be found wiſdome, folie, emulation, & detraction. For 
as Incuer yet faw anie thing ſo clearklie handled, but that 
therin might be fonnd ſome imperfections: ſo could I neuer 
yetreade fable ſo ridiculous, but that therein ſome moralit 
might be gathered , And as the good writer ſhall be ſure of 
ſome to be maliced: ſo the bad ſhal neuer eſcape the biting 
tongues of ſlaunderers. 

But to returne to 1 : if in the hardeſt flint there 
may be foũd ſparks of liuelie fire, & the moſt knottie peece 
of box, may be wrought to a faire Dudgen hafte? let theſe 
few ſuffice to perſuade thee , that I haue not procured the 
publication hereof to anie end, ſo muche as that the youth- 
tul ſort might therin rake example,andthe aged recreation. 

Now ifanie (miſgouerning their owne wittes)do fortune 
to vie thatfora ſpurre, which I had heere app ointed for a 
bridle, I can none otherwiſe lament it, but to ſaie that Iam

Reader) I proteſt that I haue not meant heerein to diſpleaſe 


any man, but my deſire hath rather beene to conteut moſt 
men: I meane the dinine with godlie himnes and pſalmes, 
the ſober mind with morall diſcourſes, andthe wildeſt will 
with ſufficient warning : the which if it ſo fall out, then 
ſhall I thin ke my ſelfe right happie, And ifit fall out other- 


' wiſe, I ſhall yet neuer be aſhamed to become one of their 


corporation which reape floures and reprehenſion for their 
trauels. 

But bicauſe theſe Poſiet growe to a great bundle, & ther- 
of alſo the number of louing lines exceedeth in the ſuperla- 
tiue, I thought good toſaduertiſe thee, that the moſt part of 
them were written for othet men. And out of all doubt, if 

euer 


euer I wrote line for my ſelfe in cauſes of loue, Ihaue written 
ten for other men in laies of luſt , For I count greater diffe- 
rence betwixt loue & luſt, than there is diuerſitie berwcene 
wit & wiſdome: and yet wit and I did (in youth) make ſuch 
a fraie, that Ifeare his cooſin wiſedome will neuer become 
friends with me in my age. Well, though my folie be greater 
than my fortune, yet ouergreat were mine vncõſtancie, it (in 
mine owne behalfe) l ſhould compile ſo manie ſundrie ſongs 
or ſonets A haue heard of an honeſt plaine meaning citize, 
who (being ouercharged with manie matters in the law, & 
hear ing of a common ſolicitour of cauſes in the citie) came 
home to comfort his wife, and told hir, that he had heard of 
one which dwelt at Billingſgate that could help al mẽ. Euen 
ſo( good reader) I was a great while the mi that dwelt at Bil- 
lingſgate, for in wantondelights Ihelped all men, though in 
ſadcarneſt I neuer furthered my ſelfe anie kind of waie. And 
by that it proceedeth that I haue fo often changed my poſie 
or word, For when I did compile anie thing at the requeſt 
of other men, if I had ſubſcribed the ſame with mine owne 
vſuall mot or deuiſe, it might haue bewraied the ſame to 
haue bin of my dooing. And I was euer curious in that be- 
halfe, as one that was loth to bewraie the follies of other 
men. And yet (as you ſee) I am not verie dangerous ro laie 
my ſelfe wide open in view of the world. Ihaue alſo ſundrie 
times changed mine one word or deuiſe. And no maruel, 
for he that wandereth much in thoſe wilderneſſes, ſhall ſel- 
dome continue long in one minde. 

Well, it were folie to bewaile things which are vnpoſsible 
to be recouered, ſith Had I wiſt doth ſeld ome ſerue as a bla- 
ſon of vnderſtanding. And therefore I will ſpend no more 
words in this preface, but I praie thee to ſmell vnto theſe 
Poſis, as Flonres to comfort, Hearbs re cure, and Weedes 
to be auoided, ſo haue I meant them, and ſo I beſeech thee 
reader to accept them, Farewell.

Mountacute, wi itten vpon this oecaſion, xhen the ſaide L. had 
reparcd to lolemnize two mariages, betweene his ſonne and 
heite, and the daughterof Sir William Dormer Knight, and 
betweene the Sonne and heire of Sir William Dormer , and 
the daughter of the ſaid Lord Mountacute: there were eight 
Gentlemen (all of blood oralliaunce to the ſaid Lord Moun- 
tacute) which had determined to preſent a maske at thedaye 
appointed for the ſaid mariages,and ſo farre they had procee- 
ded therin, that they had alredy bought furniture of ſuks & c. 
and had cauſed their Garments to be cutte of the Venetian fa- 
ſhion . Now then they began to ra. ha that (without ſome 
ſpeciall demonſtration) it woulde ſeeme ſomewhat obſcure 
to haue Venetians preſented rather then other Countrey men, 
Whereupon they entreated the Authour to deuiſe ſome ver- 
ſes to be vttered by an Actor, wherein might bee ſome dit- 
courſe conuenient to render a good cauſe of the Venetians 
reſence.

Fraun- 
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Fraunces geuing due thankes, ſc med wery allo ot the com 
pany, and pꝛoffering t depart , gaue pet this farewell to 
Ferdi-nando, net vexed by choller, but pleaſed with con- 
tentation, and called away by beaup llepe: I am conſtrap-» 
ned{quoth ſhe ) to bid you good night, and ſo turning to the 
reſt of the company,twke her leaue. Then the Maſter of 
the houſe commaunded a cozche to light Ferdinando te 
his lodging, where the ſodeine change of his Miſtres coun 
tenance, together with the ſtrangenes ok miſtres Fraunces 
talke,made ſuch an encounter in his minde, that he coulde

Pp fathers ſiſters bzothers ſonn« 
aur he) His miſtres laughing right hartily, demaunder 
vet againe,by whom the ſame was fignred.by a myce to ar! 
Aunt of pours , Piltres (quod he. ) Mell then ſeruan 
quoth ſhe, ) I ſweare bnto pou by my Fathers Soule. 
that mp mothers poungeſt daughter, doeth loue pour fa- 
chers eldeſt ſoune aboue any creature ſiu ing. Ferdinand 
hereby recomfozted gan thus replie. Miſtres, though mz 
fathers eldeſt ſonne be karre uvnwoꝛthy of ſo noble à match 

pet ſince it pleaſeth hir ſo well to accept hum, J would thus 
nuch ſay hehinde his backe, that pour mothers vanghte: 
hath done him ſome wꝛong: and wherein ſcruanc (quod ſhe 
by my troth miſtres (quod he) it is not pet xx.houres, ſince 
without touch of bꝛeſt, ſhet gaue him ſuch a nip by the heart 

as did altogether bereaue him his nightes reſt with the 
bꝛuſe thereof. Mell ſeruant (quod ſhe) content your ſelfe. 
fo your ſake, I will ſpeoke to her to pꝛe uide him a plate 
ſter , the which J mp ſelfe will apply to his hurt: And to 
the ende it may woozke the better with him, J will purna; 
lodging fo} him, where bereakter be may lleepe at moꝛ 

quiet. 

This ſapde:the roſie hewe, viſtapned hir fkip chokes, 
and ſhe returned to the companie, leauing Ferdinando rg 
uiſhed betweene hope and dꝛead, as one that coulde ncithe; 

-ontecture the meaning of her miſticall wozbs,oz aſſureyi; 
cruſt unto the knotte ot her ſlydyng affectious . MAhen the 
Lady Fraunces comming to him; demaunded what dꝛeame 

ou ſir 2Yea mary doe I fapꝛe Lady ( quod he ) And what! 
was your d2eame , fir quod ſhee © J ozeamt quod he that 
walking in a nleaſannt garden garniſhen with ſund2pe 

neltghts. 
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delightes, my hap was to eſpte hanging in the ayze, a hope 
wherein J myght well bebolde the aſpeaes and face of the 
heauens, and calling fo rememhance the daye and houre 
of my natiuitie. I dyd thereby (accozding to my ſmall ſkill 
in Astronomie) trye the concluſion of mpne aduentures, 
And what foitnde pou therrin(quoy Dame Fraunces?) pou 
awaked mee out of mp dzeame (quod hee) oz elſe peraduen⸗ 
ture pou ſhoulde not haue-knowne , J belzve pou well

that ( as that pꝛeſent uyght) ſher woulde talke with him 
moze at large in the gallery nette adioyning to hyꝛ cham- 
ber. Yerebpon Ferdinando Ieronimi diſcretely diſlimu⸗ 
ling his ioye, toke his leaue and returned iuto the great 

chamber, 
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chamber, where he had not long continued bekoze the Lozv 
of the Caſtell commaunded a toꝛche to light hem vnto his 
lodging, whereas hee pzepared himſelfe and went to bedde, 
commanding his leruant alſo to goe to his reſt. Ind when 
he thought aſwell his ſeruant, as the reſt of the houſholde 
to be ſafe, hee aroſe againe, and taking his nyght gowne, 
dyd vnderthe ſame tonutey his naked ſwozd, and ſo walked 
to the gallery, where he foundehis god myſtreſle walking 
in hy2 nyght gowne and attending his comming.

S ch chat eytder hee was than in 
an extalle, oꝛ elſe ſure Nam nome in a lunacie, for it is 
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a pꝛoude challenge made ta Beautie her ſelfe, and all hy; 
companions:and imagining that Beautie hauing a ſhoppc 
where thee vttered hy2 wares of all ſuudzpe ſoztes, his La: 
die had ſtollen the fpneſt away, leauing none behynde hy}, 
but paynting, balſtring, fo:cing and ſuch like, the which 
in his rage her tudgech god puotigh to ſerue the Courte: 
and thereupon grewe a great quarrell. Chen theſe ver 
ſes were by the negligence of his myſtrelle diſperſed into 
ſundꝛie handes, and ſq at laſt to the reading of a Courtier. 
Tell terdinando had. bis deſire, if his Myſtreſſe lyked 
them, but as Bartello wypteth. o grewe in ielouſie, that 
the ſame were not mitten bp hp2, becatiſe hy2 name was 
Elinor and not Hellen. And about this poynt haue bene 
diuers and ſiundzy opinions among the Vcnctjans,foz this 
and diuerſe other of his moſt notable Poems, haue come to 
viewe of the wozlve, And ſome baue attributed this pꝛayſe 
vnto a Hellen, who deſerued not ſo well as the Dame E- 
linor ſhoulde ſceme to deſerue, and yet neuer a barrell ot 
geod herren betwerne them both ; But that other Hellen 
becauſe ſhe was ſapeth Bartello, of ſo bale conditions, as 
map deſerue no maner commendation in any honeſt 1udge- 
ment, therefoze he thinketh that har woulde neuer beſtow? 
verſe of ſo meane a ſubiect . And pet ſome of his acquapn- 
taunce knowing allo that hee was ſometimes atquaynted 
with Hellen, haue ſtode in argument, that it was wait- 
ten by Hellen, and not by Elinor, Mell mine authour affir- 
meth that it was wytten by this Dame Elinor, and tha: 
unto hy; he thus alleyged,that he tooke it all foz one name, 
02 at leaſt he neuer read anye of Elinor ſuch matter as 
mygbt ſound wonthy like commendation, fo2 beautie. Any 
in dede conſidering all circumſtances of hyſto2yes , and 
comparing alſo the tyme that ſuch repoztes doe ſpzeade of 
his acquaintance with Hellen, it can not be witten leſſe 
chen ſie oz ſeuen peares hefoze het knewe Hellen: marrie

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peraduenture ik chere were any acquamtaunte betwene 
him and that Hellen afterwardes, he might adopt it to hy? 
name, and ſo make it ſerue both their tutnes, as elder lo 
uers haue done befoze, and ſcill do, and will doe woꝛld with 
out ende. Mell by whom he wzote it J knowe not, and to re · 
turne to the purpoſe, he ſought moꝛe certainely to pleaſc 
his myſtrcle Elinor with this Sonet wꝛitten in hyꝛ pꝛayſt 
as kolloweth.

F this Sonct, were it noc a litle to much pzaple (as 

the Jtaltans do moſt commonly offend in the ſuperla⸗ 

tue) Icould no moꝛe commende it:but J hope the partie to 
whome it was dedicated: had rather it were much moe, 
than anle thing lefſe. Nell, thus theſe two Loners paſſed 
manp daſes in exc#ding contentation, and mote then ſpeake 
able pleaſures, in which time Ferdinando did compile ve- 
ry many verſes accozving to ſundꝛie occaſions proffered. 
and 
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and they were fo2 the moſt pare ſauced with a taſte of glo 
tye, as pou knowe that in ſuch caſes a louer being chat 
ged with inexp2imable topes, and therewith eniopued 
both by duetie and diſcretion to keepe the ſame court, can 
by no meanes deuiſe a greater conſolation, than to com 
mit it into ſome cyphꝛed woꝛdes, and figured ſpeaches, in 
verſe, wherebp hee feleth his heart halfe (oz moze than 
halfe ) eaſed of ſwelling , Foz as ſighes are ſome pꝛeſent 
eaſe to the penſtue minde, euen ſo wer linde by experience, 
that ſuch lecrete entercomoning of iopes doeth encreaſe 
delight.

diatlye epther dꝛead of dicſouering doeth bzuſe his byeft 
wich an incollerable burden, 02 elſe hie læſeth the pꝛinci⸗ 
pall vertue which gaue effec to his gladneſſe, not vnlyke 
to a Poticaries pot, which being filled with ſwete opnt-

bene foztunate ;- And here J will ſurceaſe to rehtatſe any 
moe ot his verſes dutil I haue expreſſed how that his idies 
being exalted co the higheſt degree began to bende tawardes 
declination. Foz nom the vnhappy ſecretary whom J haue 
befoze remembyed, was teturned krõ Flozanice; om whome 
. ſaner caſt his eyes, but imme diatiy he 
— et wen paſſion of minde which migbt be compared 
— grew of the god inſtruc tons that 
his Hope had planted — whereby J might take 
iuſt occaſion to foxwarne euer louer, howe they ſuffer this 
benemons ferpent telouſte to cri pe into their canceiptes:

Many peres ſince, one ot the moſt dzeadfull dat 
tardes in the wozld, and one ot them that firſte deuiſſed to 
wearehis beard at length, leaſt the berboꝛ might doe him a 
go-dturne ſt ner then he looked foꝛ it, and pet not ſo ſcone as 
dedelerued, dad butlded fi p bis ſecurity a pileone the hy; h(t 
and moſt tnaceſſible monnt ok all bis territozes : the which 


- being foztyfiede with troufig walles, and enupronede with 


derpe ditches , hav no place of cntrie, but one onely done fo 
ftrapght and narrow, as might by any poſſibility receiue the 
body of one liuingman:fron which he aſcended vp a ladder, 
and ſo cre&ping thꝛough a meruelous ſtrait hole, attained to 
his lodging, that which was ſo darke and obſcure, as ſcarce 
ly either ſoune oz ay2e could enter into it:thus he deuiſed to 
lodge inſafetie , and foz the moge ſuertye gane truſt none 
other letting downe this ladder but only his wife: and at the 
fote therof kept always by day light, afierce maſtife cloſe 
enkeneled which neuer ſawe no} heazve the face oꝛ voice of 
any other creature but onelpe of them two: him by night he 
truſted with the ſcout of this pꝛety paſſage, hauing neuerthe 
lelle between him aud his dogge, a double done with treble 
lockes, quadʒible barres, and befoze all a poze of Ird 
neither pet could he ber ſo hardpe as toſlepe , he had 
cauſed a garde of ſeruanntes ( whome he kept abꝛoade fot þ 
purpoſe) to ſearch all the cozners adtopning to all his fo2« 
treſſe, and other betwerne feare full ſweate and chyueringe 
dard, with one eye opened e the other cloſed, he ſtole ſome- 

times a bꝛoken lla pe, deuided wit h many terrible dzeames 

In this ſoꝛt the wzetch lyued all to lõg, vntyll atlaſt his wi fe 


being not able anp longer to ſuppoꝛte this helliche like, grew 
ſo hardpe. as w his owne knife to diſpatche his carkas out 
of this earthlye purgatozpe:the which being done, his ſoule) 
and god reaſon)was quickly conueyed by Carowe vnto hell: 
there Radamanthus Judge of þ benche, commaunded him 
quicklye co be chult into a bopling poole:and being — 

| plon- 
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plonged very often, ber neuer ſhꝛyked 02 cryed, A ſkalde, as 
his other companions there cryed, but ſ@med ſo lightlie to 


eſtæmc it, that the iudge thought mete to condenme him 
vnto the molt terrible place, where are ſuch tozmentes, as 
neither pen can wzite, tongue exp2eſſe,oz thought conceiue: 
but the myſer (euen there) (@#med to (mple ann ta make 
ſmall accompt of his puniſhment, Radamanthus hereofen- 
fozmed, ſent fo him, and demanded the cauſe why he made 
ſo light of his durance 2 he anſwered that whtles he liued on 
earth, hee was ſo continuallpe afflicted and oppꝛeſſed with 
ſuſpicion, as that nowe (onelye to thinke that he was out of 
thoſe meditations ) was ſufficient armour to defende him 
from all other tozments, Radamanthus aſtodied hereat, 
gan call together the Senatozs of that kingdom, and pꝛo⸗ 
pounded this queſtion, howe and by what puniſhment they 
might deuiſe to touch him accopding to his deſertes: and 
hereupon fell great diſputation: at laſt being conſidered, 
that he had alreadie him plonged inthe moſt vnſpeakable 
toʒments, and thereat litle oz nothing had changed counte- 
nance therewithall that no ſoule was ſent vnto them to be 
relieuedofhis ſmart, but rather to be puniſhed foz his foꝛ⸗ 
mer delightes : it was concluded by the generall councell, 
that he ſhoulde be eftſones ſent into the wozlde and reſtoꝛed 
to the ſame bodye wherein he firſt had his reſtance, ſo to re» 
mapne foz perpetuitie, and neuer to depart no? to periſh.

of better aſſurance , and when her had in baine trode oner 
the moſt part of the earth, h# embarked him ſelfe to finde 
ſome vnknowne Jland, wherein he might frame ſome newe 
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habitation:and finding none ſo commodious as he dellred, 
he foztuned (ſapling alone bythe ſhoe) co efpye a rocke, 
moꝛe then ſixe hundzeth cubites high, which hong lo ſupt⸗ 
cioufly ouer the ſeas, as though it woulde thꝛeaten to fall at 
euerye litle blaſt : this did Suſption J meant to bee a fic 
foundation whereon he might builde his ſeconde Bower: 
he koꝛſcoke his boate, and tratuailed by lande to eſple what 
entrye 0} acceſſe myght be made vnto the ſame, and founde 
from land no maner of entrie oz acceſſe, vnleſſe it were that 
ſome cdurteous byꝛd of the ayze woulde be ambaſſadour,oz/ 
conuep ſome Engins, as whilom the Eagle did carte Ga- 
nymedes into heauen , He then returned to ſeas , and ap⸗ 
pꝛoching nee to the rocke, founde a ſmall ſtreame of freſh 
water iſſuing out of the ſame into the ſeas : the which, al- 
though it were ſo litle and ſo ſtraight; as might vnethes re⸗ 
tei ie a boat ofbigneſle to carry one liuing creature at once, 
pet in his conceypt her thought it moze large and ſpatious 
than that bꝛoad wape called of our fozefathers Yia appia, oz 
than that other named Elaminik, hee abounded his barke 
and putting of his clothes aduentured (fo he was now aſ- 
ſured not to dz0wne to wade and ſwim againſtthe ſtreame 
ofthis vnknowne bꝛoke, the which a wonderous thing to 
tell, and ſkarcelie to be bekeued) came downe from the ve- 
rye top and heyght of this rock: : and by the way he found 
ſixe ſtrayghts and dangerous places, where the water ſ&- 
med to ſtape his courſe, paſſing vnder ſix ſtrayght and low 
bridges, and hard by euerye of thoſe places, a pple rapſed 
vp in maner of a Bulwozke, the which were hollow, in ſuch 
lot as lodgings and other places neceſſary myght in them 
commodiouſly be deuiſed, by ſuch one as coulde endure the 
he lichnelle ol the place.

dits, all which haue beeng both happily atch&ued, and delec- 
table e reſteth then to cdſider but this thy pꝛe · 
lept Me : The firſt cozoline that I baue felt, ſ the laũ cop- 
dall chat J locke faꝭ the end ol my topes, and the beginning 
of my toʒments. And here hy} ſalt teares gan bath the dy⸗ 
ing lips of hp2 ſeruaut;who (hearing theſe wozves,anv well 
conſidering hy demon?) began now to accuſehim ſelfe of 
ſuch and ſo haynous treaſau, as that his gilty heart was 
couſtrayned to peelde;vato a iuſt ſcourge fa the ſeine. Yeo 
ſwœned ynder hy arme: the which when ſhe perceiued, it 
were hard tu tell what teares did molt affraight hy}. 

And it were hard nowe to rehearſe howe he was reup⸗ 
ued, ſince there was none paeſent but ha dying, (who 
coulde not declare) and ſhe liuing, who woulde not diſcloſe 
ſo much as J, meane-to. bewzape., Foz mine auqhoz dzea- 
mesh that Feec inando returning to life. Þ firſt thing which 
he felt, was that his gend miſtres lay pzcſling his bꝛeſt with 
the whole weight of hyꝛ body, and byting his lips with hyz 
krendipteth. Jud peraduenture ſhe rctrained (eyther of 
gunte ſie towardes him, ez foz womanth feare, ta hurt hy} 
tender hande) to d xike him on the chakes.in ſuch ſoʒt, as 
they doe that Criue to call agapne a dying creature: and 
thercfo2e thought this che apteſt me ane to reduce him vnto 
Femembzance « Ferdinando nowe awaked, could na leſſe 
dos, than of his courteous natute receiut his myſſteſſe inta 
649 bedde: Aha as aue that knewe that wap beiter, then 
bam tehelne his ſwaning) gan gently ſtrip offhyz clothes; 
dad iguing ly imbzacing bim, gan demaunde of him in this 
loaf. Alas goa Seruaunt (quod ſhe) what kinde of mala» 
dyas this that fo extreamely-aotb;topment the 4 leronimi 
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lady, it hath bene eaſily cured by pour bountikull medi⸗ 
cines applied. But I muſt confeſle, that in receiuing that 
gueriſon at pour hands, Jhaue bene couſtreined to fall 
into an extaſte , thozoughthe gawling remembꝛaunce of 
mine owne vuweorthinelſe e Meuertheleſſe god miſtreſle; 
ſince J perceiue ſuch fibelity remapning betwene VÞ, as 
that fewe woꝛds willpcrſwade ſuch truſt as louers ought 
to imbꝛace, let theſe few woꝛds ſuffice to craue pour par⸗ 
don: and de eftſcones powze vpon me ( your vnwonthy 
ſeruant) the aboundant waues of pour accuftomed cle« 
mencie , fo2z J muſt confeſſe , that I haue ſo highly offen⸗ 
ded you, as (but pour gedneſſe ſurpaſſe the malice of my 
conceits) I muſt remaine (and that right wonthily) to the 
ſeuerepuniſhment or my dcſerts : and ſo ſhould pou but 
looſe him who hath caſt away himſelfe , and neither can ac⸗ 
cuſe pou, no} dare to excuſe himſclfe of the crime , Dame 
Elinor (who had rather haue found hir ſeruant perfectly re · 
uiued, than thus with ſtrange conceits incumbyed 2 and 
muſiag much ahi darke ſpech , became impoztunatto 
knoid that certeinety of his thoughts . And Ferdinando 
as one not maiſter to himſelfe , gan at the laſt plainly con; 
feſſe how he had miſtruſted the change of hir vowed affect- 
ons: yea and (that moze was) be plainely expꝛeſſed with 
whom, of whom, by whom, and to whom ſhe bent hir bet- 

ter liking. | 
Now, here J would demand of ſuch as are expert: Is 
there anie greater impediment to the fruition of a louers 
delights, than to be miſtruſted 2 oz rather, Js it not the 
readie way to race all loue and fozmer goo» will out of re- 
memzance, to tell a guilty mind that you do miſtruſt it: 
It ſhould ſme pes, by Dame Elinor , who began nom to 
take the matter hotly : and of ſuch vehemency were her 
fancies, that ſhe now fell into flat defiance with Ferdinan- 
do, who although he ſought by many faire woꝛds to tem 
per 
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temper chollozitze paſſions , aud by x@lding himſelke to 
get the conqueſt of another , yet could he by no meanes de- 
termine the quarrell . The ſoft piliowes being pꝛeſent at 
all theſe hot ſpeches , put fazth themſelues as mediatoꝛs 
foz a truce betwæne thefe enimies, and deſired that (it 
they would nerds fight) it might be in their pꝛeſence but 
one onelp blow, and ſo from thenſe fozth to become friends 
againe foz euer But the Dame denies flatly , allegiug 
that ſhe four.d no cauſe at all to vſe ſuch courtilic vnto ſuch 
arecreant : adding further many wozvs of great repzoach, 
the which did lo inrage Ferdinando, as that hauing foy- 
gotten all fozmer courtiſies, he aſſaileth his enimies bp 
koꝛce . At laſt ſhe roſe ſuddenlp , aud determined to ſaue 
bir ſelfe by flight , leauing bim in bed, with manp deſpite: 
full woꝛds, and ſwearing that he ſhould neuer (eftſcnes) 
take her at the like aduvaucage : the which oath the kept 
better than hir fozmer pzofeſſed good will: and having 
now recouered hir chamber ( becauſe ſhe found hir hurt to 
ve nothing dangerous) J doubt not, but ſhe ſlept quictlp 
the reſt of the night . As Ferdinando allo ( perſwaving 
himſelfe that He houlde with conuenient lealure recouer 
her from this haggard conceipt) cwke ſome better reſt 
towards the mozuing , chan he hav done in in auy nights 
fozepaſt. ap 
Do let them bath ſlepe whileſt F turne my pen vnto the 
befoze named Secretarie, who being (as J\ay) come late- 
ly from Flozcuce,yav made many p2offers to renew his ac- 
cuſtomed conſultations : bue the (ozrow vhich his miltrelle 
had conceiued in leconimic his ſickeneſſe, togither with 
hir contingall repairę to him during the ſame, had beene 
ſuch lets vnto his attempts, as it was long time before he 
could obteine audience. 
At the laſt thele new accivencs fell ſo fauourably to? 
the furtherance of his cauſe, that he came to his miitreſle 
| V. u. pieſence 
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pꝛeſence and there pleaded fo2 himſelfe, Nowe, ik I oulve 
at large mite his alligatious, together with hy} ſubtile an- 
ſweres, I ſbould but comber pour cares with vnpleaſaunt 
rchearſall of femanine fcayltte. 

To be ſhoꝛt, the late diſdainefull mode which ſher had cou⸗ 
tetued againſt Ferdinando together with a ſctupule which 
tay in hir conſcience, touching the eleuen articles of hyꝛ be⸗ 
lc fe, moued hp} p)eſently with better will to conſult with 
thes ſecretary, aſwell vpon p ſp#op reuenge of hy} late re- 
cetued mongs as alfo vpon the refoꝛmation ofhpz religion. 
And in very derde, it fell out that the Secietarp (haupng 
bene ol long time abſent , and there his quiles and pens 
not wozne ſo nere as they were went to be) dyd now pꝛicke 
faire large notes, that his myſtreſſe liked better to ſing fa⸗ 
burden vnder him, then to deſcant any longer bpon Fer- 
einandoes plapne ſong, and thus they continued in god 
atcoꝛde, vntill it foztuned that Dame Fraunces came in- 
to hy chamber vpon ſuch a ſudden as ſh# had lyke to haue 


marred all the muſicke , well they conueped they clyfes 


as cloſely as they coulde , but pet not altogether without 
ſome ſuſpition giuen to the ſayde Dame Fraunces, who al- 
though ſhe coulde haue beene content to take any papne in 
leronimies behalfe, pet otherwiſe ſhe could neuer haue be · 
ſtowed the watching about ſo woztheleſſe a pzyſe . After 
womanly ſalutations they fell into ſund2y diſcourſes . the 
Secretary ſtyll abidyng in the chamber with them. At laſt 
two oz thꝛœ other gentlewomen of the Caſtle came into 
Madam Elinors chamber, who after thepz Boniure dyd 
all (vna voce) ſme to lament the ſickneſſe of Ferdinando 
and called vpon the Dames Elinor and Fraunces, to goe 
viſit him againe. 

The Ladp Fcauucesconrteoufly conſented, but Padame 
Elinor firſtalledged that ſh hy ſelfe was alſo ſickly , the 
which cher attrybuted to hyz late papnes taken about hym, 

and 
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and ſayde, that onelp fog that caule ſhe was conſtrapned to 
ker pe hy} bedde longer then hyꝛ accuſtomed hower . The 
Dames (but ſpecially the Lady Fraunces ) gan ſtreight 
wapes coniecture ſome great cauſeof ſudden change, and 
ſo leauing dame Elinor , walked together into the parke 
to take the apze in the moꝛning: And as they thus walked 
it chanced that Dame Pergo heard a Cuckoe chaunt , who 
(becauſe the pꝛide of the ſpzing was now paſt) cryed Cuek 
cuck Cuckoe in hy} ſtameryng voyce. Aba (quod Pergo) 
this foule byꝛd beginnes to llye the countrye, and 5 be⸗ 


foze by? — ſ& howe ſpttefully ſher can deuyſe to 
ſalute vs. Not ko (quod Dame Fraunces) but ſome other 
whome ſhe bath eſpyed, wherewith Dame Pergo laking 
round about hir, and eſpping none other compante ſayde. 
hy here is no body but we few women, quod ſhe, Thanks 
b# to God the houle is not farre from vs (quod Dame 
Fraunces..) Here at the wylie Pergo partly perceiuyng 
Dame Fraunces meaning, replyed on this fozt: J vnder- 
ſtande pou not (quod e& ) but to leape out ofthis matter, 
ſhall wer goe viſit maiſter Ieronimy and ſæ howe he doth 
this moꝛnyng. Why quod dame Fraunces, do pou ſuppole 
that the Cuckoe calledvntcohim $ Nay marp quod Pergo, 
fo? (as farre as I knowe) he is not maryed. As who ſhould 
ſay (quod dame Fraunces) that the Cuckoe enuieth none 
but married folkes. A take it ſo,ſatd Pergo, the Lady Fran: 
ces aunſwered , Pes ſure J haue noted as tuill lucke in 
lone (after the Cuckoes call) to haue happened vntd dy- 
uers vnmaried folkes, as euer J dyd vnto the maryed, but 
J can be well content that we goe vnto him, for Jpꝛomiſed 
on the behalfe ol vs all, that we woulde vſe our beſt deuopꝛe 
co recomfoze him vntyll he had rec ouered health: and Idoe 
much maruaile that the Lady Elinor is now become ſovn 
willing to take any trauaple in his behalfe , eſpecially re- 
membung that but peſteruyght ſhe was ſs dyligent to 
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bꝛing bim to bed. But J percepue that allearthly thynges 
are ſabiec vatochaunge. Euen ſo they ber quod ergo, foz 
you map beholde the tres which but euen this other dayt 
were clad in gladſome greeae, and nowe their leaues begin 
to fade and chaunge collour . Thus they paſled talkyng 
and walking vatiitthey returned vnto the Caſtle, whereas 
they went ſtraight vato Ferdinando Ieronimies chamber, 
and founde him in bed. Why howe now Truſt (quad dame 
Fraunces ) will it be no better? Pes ſhoꝛtly I hope quod 
be. The Ladyes all ſaluted him: and he gaue them the gra- 
mercy: at the laſt Pergo popped this queſtion vnto bpm : 
And howe haue you ſlept in your myſtreſſe ſhetes Papyſter 
Ieronemy (quod ſhe%) reaſonably well quod het, but 7 pꝛay 
pot where is mp myſtreſſe this mozning 2 Mary ſapd Per- 
go, we left hp2 in bedde ſcarce well at taſe. I am the moꝛt 
ſozye quod he. Ah Fruſt (ſayd Pyſtreſſe Ft aunces be 
of good comfozt, and aſſure pour ſelfe that there are others 
who would be as glad of pour well doing, as pour myſtreſſc 
in any teſpecc. Jought not to doubt thereof (quod Ferd!- 
nindo) hauing Þ pꝛote that J haue had of pour great tout 
teſies, but I thought it my duety to aſke foz mp myſtreſſc 
being abſent, Thus they paſſed ſome time withhim vntyll 
they were called away vnto pꝛayers, and that being finiſhet 
they went ts dynner, where they met Dame Elynor at⸗ 
tired in an nyght kerchefe after the ſoleneſt ( the lolem⸗ 
neſt faſhion J ſhould haue ſapde) who loked verie d2owſely 
vppon all folkes, vnleſſe it were by} ſecretary, vnto whome 
the deigned ſome time to lend a frendlp glaunce, The loꝛd 
of the Caſtie demaunded of hir how maiſter leronemi dyd 
this mozning, She aunſwered that ſhee knew not koz ſhe 
bad not ſ#nehim that dap.You map do well then daughter 


(quod the Lozd) to go now vnto him, and to aſſay if he will 
eace any thyng, and if here ber no meates that like him, A 


pꝛap pou tommaundt (to) hym) any thyng that is in mp 


houſe. 
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houſe, Pou muſt pardon me ſyꝛ (quod ſha) IJ am ſickely 
diſpoled, aud woulde be loth co take the ape, why then go 
pou myſtreſſe hraunces (quod hc) ano take ſome body with 
ou: aud I charge you \@ that ha lacke nothing, Pyſtre ſſe 
Fraunces was glad of the ambaſſage, and aryſing itom the 
table with one other genclewoman, toke with hy} a dyſh of 


thikins boyled in white bzoth,ſaping to hy? kat her: J thynke 
' this meate metcſt toz maſter leronim, of any that is 


harre. It is ſo (quod he) daughter, and it he like not that, 
cauſe ſome what clſe to be d2efled toz him accopving to his 


-apetite, Thus ſhe deparced and came to Feidinando, who 


being plonged in ſundzy wors and thzilled with rellleſſe 
though es, wos nowe beginnyng to rpſe . But ſæing the 
Dames, couched downe agapne, and ſapde vnto them, Alas 
fayze Ladyes pou put pour ſelues co moze papnes then 
epther I doe deſire, oꝛ can deſerue. God 7 rv1t quod dame 
Fraunces, our papnes are no greater then dutte re quireth, 
102 pet ſo great as we could vouchſafe in pour behalte, 
And pꝛeſently nip father hath ſent vs vato you( quod ſhe) 
Vith this pittance, and it pour appetite deſire anp oue thing 
mote than other, we arc to deſire likewple that por 
wyll not refrapne co call foz it. Dh my good hope (quod 
e) JI percepue that J ſhall not dye as long as pon 


map make ma lyue . And bepng nome ſome deale re- 


comfo2'ed with the remembꝛaunce of his mpſtreſſe wozdes 
which ſher hadde vſed oner nyght at by} firſt comming. 
and alſo chinkpng that although ſhe parted in choller 
it was but tuſtlye pꝛouoked by hym ſelfe , and that at 
leaſure hæ ſhoulde fynde ſome ſalve foz that ſoze allo | 
her determpned ts take the comſozt of his aſſured Hope, 
and fa to expell all venomneſſe of myftruſt befoze re- 
cepued. Tlherefoze rapſing him ſelfe in his bed, he caſt a 

t gowne about his ſhoulders ſaping: It halt neuer 


be lapde that my fainting heart can reiect the comfoztablc

Coꝛdpalles of ſo frendly Phyſitions , Now by my trothe 


wel ſapde gentle Truſt quoth Dame Fraunces, and in ſo 
doyng, aſſure your ſelfe gueryſone with ſpeede. Thys 


thus layd, the courteous dame become his Caruer, and hee 
wich a bold ſpirtt gan taſt of her Cokety. But the late con- 
flits of hys conceits had ſo diſacquaynted his ſtomake frõ 
repaltes, that hee coulde not well away with meate, and pet 
neuertheleſſe by little and little recepued ſome nouryture, 
hen hys Hope had exampned hym as long as ſhe coulde 
make hym feede, they delyuered the reſt ca the other Gen⸗ 
tlewomen who haupng not dyned, kell to her pꝛouender. 
In which meane whyle Lady Fraunces had much com- 
foztable ſpeche wyth ſigno2 Icronimi and declared that 
ſhe percepued very well the malladpe,but my Truſt (quoth 
ſhe) be al whole, and remember what J kozetolde pou in the 
beginning: neuertheleſſe pou muſt thinke that there are 
remedpes ko; all miſchtefes, and if you wyll ber ruled by 
myne adupſe, we wyll ſoone finde the meane to eaſe you of 
this miſhappe. Ferdinando take comfott in her diſcretion, 
and frendly kiſſed her hand, gaue her a carclode of thankes 
foz her great good will, pꝛomiſing to put to hys vttermoſt 
fozce, and euermoꝛe tobe ruled by her aduice. Thus they 
paſſed the dinner, whyle the Lady Fraunces alwapes res 
fuſing to declare her conteite of the late change which ſher 
percepued in hys Miſtres, fo ſhe thought belt firſt ta 
wynne hys will vnto confo2zmitte, by little and little, and 
then in the ende to perſwade hym with neceſſyty. When 
the other Gentlewoman had vytapled her, they departed, 
tequpʒing him to ryſe and boldly to reſiſt the fapntneſſe 
of hys Feuer. The which he pꝛomyſed and ſo bade them 
a Dio, The Ladyes at they; returne found the Court in 
Dame Elynors chamber, who had there aſſembled her Se* 
cretary, Dame Pergo & the reſt, there they paſſed an houre 


dyd 
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dpd alwayes caſt out ſome. bone fo2 miſtreſſe Fraunces ta 
gnawe vpon, fo2 that in dede ſhe perceyued her hearty af- 
fetioptowards Ferdinando, whereat Miſtres Frauncs 
changed no countenance, but reſerued her reuenge vntyll a 
better op ot unitie. At laſt quoth dame Fraunces vnto Mi⸗ 
ſtreſſe Elinor, and when wil you goe vnto pour Scruaunt 
kapze Lady: Ahen he is ſicke and J am whole quoth dame 
Elinot, Thad is euen nom quoth the other, fo2 how ſicke 
he is pour ſelte tan tditnes; and how wel you are wer muſt 
beare recoʒd. ou may as wel be deceiued in my diſpoſition 
quoth Dame Elinor, as J was ouerſe@ne in his ſuddapn 
alteration : And if hee be cke. pou are meæte to be his phi- 
ſition: fo2 you ſawe yeſterday that my paines did little pꝛo⸗ 
ſite cowards his recomfozt, Yes ſurely laid the other, not 
onely J, but all the reſt had occaſion to iudge that your cur- 
teſie was his chefe comtoꝛt. 

Well quoth Dame Elinor pou know not what J doe 
knowe . Noz pon. what JT thinke quoth dame Fraunces, 
Thinke what pouliſt ( quoth Elinor.) Jn derde quoth 
Fraunces, Imap not thinke that you care. nepther wpll J 
dye fo2 your diſpleaſure, and ſo halfe angry ſhee departed, 


At ſupper they met againe and the Paſter of the houſe de- 


maunded of his daughter Fraunces how Ferdinando did, 
Sp} quoth ſh# he did eate ſomewhat at dinner, and ſithens 
A ſawe him not. The moꝛe to blame quoth he, and nowe J 
woulde haue all you Gentlewomen take of the beſt meates 
and goe ſuppe with him, fo2 company dꝛyueth away care- 
fulneſſe, and leaue you me here with pour leauings alone, 
Nap Sir quoth Miſtreſſe Eliuor, J pꝛap pou geue mee 
leaue to beare you companie, koz J dare not aduenture 
thether. The Lozd of the Caſtle was contented, and diſpat⸗ 
ched away the reſt, who taking with tein ſuch vyaundes 
as they thought matel,went vnto Icronimies * — 
ing

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finding him vp, and walking about to recouer ftrength: 


whereat Dame Fraunces retopced, aud declared how her 


Father had ſent that company to attend him at ſupper Furs 


dinan do gaue great thankes , and miſſing nowe nothing 


but his Miſtreſſe, thoughtnot good pet to aſ ke toz hex, but 
becau t he partly geſſed the cauſe of her abſence, he cons 
tented hymlſelfe , hoping that when hys Lure was newe 
garniſhed, her ſhould eaſily reclapme her from thoſe coye 
conceyptes. They paſſed ouer theic ſupper all in quyet, 
and ſcone after Miſtreſl? Fraunces, being deſirous to re- 
quyte Dame Pergoes quippes; requeſted that they might 
concinue the paſtime which Dame Pergo had begunne o⸗ 
uer night, whereuato they all conſented , and the lotte fell 
vnto Dame Fraunces to pzopound the ſccond queſtion, 
who add2eſſing her ſperch vnto Ferdinan. ſayd in this wiſe, 
Noble Gouernoz, J wil reherſe vnto pou a ſtrange hiſtozye, 
not fayned; neyther bozrowed out of anie olde audhozi⸗ 
tie, but a thing done in derde of late dapes, and not farre 
diſtant from this place where w# nowe remapne. It chan⸗ 
ted that a Gentleman our neigbboz being marped to a 

crie fapze Gentlewoman, lyued with her by the ſpace 
of fower oz fiue peares in great rontentation, truſting 
her noteſſ? then he loued her, and pet louing her as much 
as any man coulde loue a woman. Dn that other ſive, the 
Gentlewoman had woonne ( vnto her beauie ) a ſingular 
commendation fo her chaſte and modeſt behauiour , Pet it 
happened in time that a luſtie ponug Gentleman (who ves 

ry often reinzted to them ).Sbtep1ed that at her handes, 
which neuer any man coulde befoze him attaine, and to 
be plavne. he waonne ſo much in her affections, that foꝛget⸗ 
ting both her owne duetie and her huſbandes kindneſſe, ſha 
pelded her body atgthe commaundement of this Louer, m 
which paſtime they paſſed long tyme by their politicke go⸗ 
nerament. At lad the frends ofthis Lady (and eſpctiallye 


th2> 
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Siſters which ſhe had) tſpyed ouermuch femiliaricie bee 
ewene the two Louers, and dꝛeading leaſt it might bzeake 
aut to their common rep2oach. twke their ſiiber apart, and 
declared that the wozld did tudge ſcarce well of the repapꝛe 
ofthat Gentleman vnto her houſe , and that if ſhee did not 
foxcſe it in time, ſh ſhould nat onelp læſe the good cxedpte 
which ſhe herſelfe had detherto poſſeſſed, but furthermoze, 
ſhouly diſtaine their whole race with common obloquie and 
rep2oach . Theſe and ſundiie other Godly admonitions 
of theſe Siſters, coulde nat ſinke in che minde ofthis Gen- 
elemoman; fo2 ſbe did not onely ſtande in deflaunce what 
any man coulde thinke ot her, hut alſo ſ@med to accuſe them 
that ( becauſe they ſawe her eſtimation (being their yonger ) 
to grom abaue their owne) they had cherefoze deuiſed thys 
meanes to ſet nariance bet ene her huſband and her. The 
Siſters ſæing thein holeſome counſell ſo reieced, and ber 
continue ſtill in her obſlinate opzniou, addzeſſed their ſpech 
vnto her-huſhand,; declaring that the wozld 1udged not the 
beſt, neyther they themſelugs-id verie well lyke of the fa- 
miliaritie betweene their ter and that Gentleman, and 
thcrefoze adniſeyhim tofozgcadt all perils, and in time to 
fozbja bim his houſe. The huſband (on the atbet ſide) had al 
ſo concepued ſuch a good opinion of his geſt,# bad growen 
into ſuch a ſtria familiarity with bim, that you might with 
moꝛe eaſe haue remoued a ſtone wal, then oure t makt him 


thinke a mis either of his wife, on ot her louer, ves and imme 


diatly after this c anferenet he would not hcke thus to ſa 
bnto 1s wife . Lamia (for fo in deeve was her name) thou 
ball th ſuch buſie bzapned Siſters, as Ythinke ſhoꝛtlyt 
their heads will bzeake; They would haue me to be tel« 
lous of thee, no no Lamia, t. ſo that he was not only farre 
krom ante ſuch bel&fe , but furthet moꝛe dpd enerve daye 
increaſe his curieſies towardes the louer . The ſiſters be⸗ 


ing 
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ing thus on all ſides reiected, and pet perceitning moze and 
moze an vnſæmely behaupour betweene their Sifter and 
her minion, began to melt in their owne greaſe: and ſuche 
was their enraged pꝛetence of reuenge, that they ſuboz- 
ned dyuers ſeruauntes in che houfe to watch ſo diligently, 
as that this treaſon might be diſcouered. 

Amongſt the reit, one mayde of ſubtile ſpirit had ſo long 
watched them, that at laſt ſhe ſyyed them goe into þ cham⸗ 
ber together, and lockt the dooze to them: whereupon ſhe 
ran with all haſte poſſible to her maſter, and toe him that 
ik he woulde come with her, H& would ſhewehim/aver 
ry ſtrange ſight. The Gentleman (ſulpecing- nothing) 
went with her, vntyll he came into a Chaumber nere vnto 
that wherein they had ſhutte themſelues. And ſhe pointing 
her Maſter to the key hole, bade hym loke th2oughy where 
ber ſawe the thing which moſt might nullpke him to bee 
holde. Whereat he ſodeuly dꝛewe hys dugger, and turned 
towardes the Papde, who fledde from bym fo feare of 
milchtefe. But when he could not ouertake her in the heat 
ok hys colloꝛ, her commannded that ſhee should fozthwith 
truſſe vp that little which her had, and to depart hys Set» 
nice, And beloꝛe her departure, ha founde meanesto talke 
withber' chꝛeatning that ik euer ſhie ſpake any worde of 
thys myſterie in any place where ſhe ſhould come, it ſhoulde 
coſt her her lyfe. The mayde ko feare departed in ſilence, 
and the maler neuer chaunged countenance to eyther hys 
. wyfe ox to her Patamour, burfaynevvnto hys wife that he 
had turned way the Mayde vpon that ſudden, ko; that the 
had thꝛowen a Kitchen knyfe at hym, whples he went a- 
bout to coHrect a fault in her, c. Thus the god Gentleman 
Ranke vp hys owue ſwette vnſeene euerp dap, encrea- 
ſing curtelle to the Louer, and neuer changing counte⸗ 
naunce to hys wyke in any thing, but onelp that hee refray- 
ned to haue ſuch knowledge ok her carnallp, as he in tym 

pa 
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pat had, and other men haue bt they mus. In this ſoꝛt 
he tontinued by the ſpace almoſt ok holke a peare, neuer 
theiclle lamenting his miſhap in ſolptarie places. At laft 
(what moned him J know not) hee fell agayne to company 
with his wife as other men do, and as J haue heard it 
ſayde 12 vſed thts polieie. Eutty tyme that ber had know⸗ 
ledge de hyꝛ, h# would leaue eyther in the bed, oz in hy} cuſs 
went loth, oz by by2 frokpng glaſſe, oz in ſome place where 
ſber muſt ntedes finde it, a pete of money which then was 
in Italie called a Carolms. Thus he dealt with bp? conty⸗ 
nually by the ſpace of fonre'v? flue monethes, vſing 1 
neuettheleſle very kindly in all other reſpedes, and pꝛeuy 
dyng fo? hp? all rhings neteſſaty at the fyꝛſt tall. Bu: bat 
his geaſt he ſtill augmentedhis curteſie, in ſach ſozt, that 
vou woulde haue thought them to be ſwoꝛne bꝛothers. All 
this notwithſtandyng his wife much muſing at theſe ſmall 
peces wh:ch the kounde in this ſozt , and furthermoze, ha⸗ 
uing fundꝛy tymes fonnde hyꝛ hulbande in ſolirarie places 
making great lamentation, che grewe inquiſitiue, what 
ſhoulde be the ſecret cauſe of theſe alterations, vnto whome 
he would none otherwiſe anſwere, but that any man ſhoulde 
finde occaſion to be'mo1e penſiue at one tyme then at ano- 
ther. The wife notwithtanding increaſpng hy} ſuſpect, 
imparted the ſame virto hy? loner , alledgyng therewithall 
that ſh& doubted very much leaſt hp2 hafbande had ſome 
vehement ſuſpition of they affap2es.

That he aunſwered on this wile : TUike (quod he) 
thou knoweſt how long we haue bene married togither, and 
bow long Jhaue made ſo dere account of the as euer man 
made of his wife : fince which dapes, thou knoweſt alſo 
how long Jrefrained thy company, aud ham long againe I 
baue vſed thy company, leauing the mony in this ſozt, and 
the cauſe is this . Do long as thou didft behaue thy ſelfe 
faithfully towards me, Jneuer lothed thy company: but 
ſithens J perceiued thee to be a harlot, and therefoze did J 
fo} a time refraine and fozbeare to lie with the, and nowe 
J can no longer fozbeare it, I giue tha euerie time that J 
lie with the, a Caroline, which is to make the vnderſtand 
thine owne whozedome : and this reward is ſufficient fox 
a whoze, . 

The wife began ſtoutly to ſtand at defiance, but the huſ⸗ 
band cut off hir pech, and declared u hen, where, and how 
be had ſ#ne it: hæreat the woman being abaſhed , and fins 
ding hir conſcience guilty of as much as he had alleged, fell 
downe on hir kne&s, and with molt bitter teares craued 
pardon, confeſſing hir offenſe ; whereat hir huſband (mos 
ued with pitie) and melting likewiſe in flouds of lamenta⸗ 
tion. recomfoztedhir, pzomiling that if from that dap foꝛ⸗ 
wardes ſhe woulde be true vnto him, he waulde notonely 
koꝛgiue all that was paſt, but become moze tender and la- 
uing vnto hir than ever he was.

ſon to be reſident, Surely if yout highneſſe dipvuderſtand 
(as it is not tome vnknowen)what pleaſures haue ben fo2 
you p2epared,what great god will veclared, what top — 
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comtoꝛt conceiued in pour pꝛeſence, and what 2owe and 
greefe ſuſtained by likelihode of pour abſence : yea (and that 
by the whole bench in heaut ) lince pou firſt arrpued in theſe 
Coaſtes, J thinke it would be ſuffictent to dzawe pour re: 
ſolute determination foz euer to abide in this Countrey, 
and neuer to wander any further by the diregion and aduice 
of theſe Bares and Councellers. Since thereby the hea 
yens might greatly be pleaſed, and moſt men thzoughly re 
comfozted. But becauſe Jrather wiſh the increaſe of pour 
delights, thẽ any way to diminich the heape of pour content 
ment, I will not pꝛeſume to ſtap pour hunting, foz the hea- 
ring of my nedelefle,thiiftlefſe and boxcelefſe diſtours: but 
doe humbly be ſtech that pour exceitentie will gæue me 
leaus to attend you as one of pour ftt men, wherein Jun 
dertake to doe pou double feruice: fox I will not onelp con 
dug pour Maieſtie in fafetic from the perillous paſſages 
which are in theſe Ads and Foreſts , but will alſo re- 
count vnta youſ it pour mateſtie vouchſafe tohearken there⸗ 
anto)certaine aduentures, neither vnpleaſant to heare, no 
bnp3oficable to be marked. 12

and memozie faile me, leaping,friſking,and clapping of 
bands. 

To conclude,there was the greateſt feaſt and iope that e⸗ 
uer Eye ſawe,oz Cate heard tell of, ſince heauen was hea⸗ 
uen, and the earth began to haue his being. And enqupzing 
the cauſe thereof + Reaſon, one of the heauenly Uſhers, 
tolde me that it was to congratulate fo the comming of 
pour molt excellent Paieſtie iuto this Countrey. Jn very 
dere to confeſſe a trueth, A might haue percetued no les by 
ſandzy mantfeſt tokens here on earth, foz euen here in my 
charge, I might ſe the tres floziſh in mote then oꝛdinarie 
hʒauerp, the gr aſle growe grener then it was wont to doe, 
and the Dert went tripping (though againſt their death) 
in extreme delicacie and delight.

Amongſt whome there is one ſurpaſſing all the reſt fo2 
ſaguler gifts and graces, ſome call her Zabeta, ſome o- 
ther haue named hp2 Ahtebaſile, fome Completa , and 
ſome Complacida , what ſocuer hp2 name be J will not 
ſtande vpon it. But (as I haue ſayde) her rare giftes haue 
dꝛawne the moſt noble and woꝛthy perſonages in the whole 
woꝛld to ſue vnto hy; for grace. 

All which the hach ſo rigoꝛoully repulſed , oz rather (te 
ſpeake plapne Engliſh ) ſo obſtinatly and truelly reteced, 
that J figh to thinke of ſome their miſhaps , J allowe and 
commende her inſtice cowardes ſome others, and pet the

A dare not cal the Engliſh verſes we vſe none other oꝛder but a 
foote of two ſillables, whereof the fürſt is depꝛeſſed 0z made ſhozt, 
and the ſeconde is eleuate 02 made long: and that ſounde o2 ſcan⸗ 
ning cantynueth throughout the verſe. We haue vſed intimes 
paſt other kindes of Peters: as fo2 cxample this followyng :

Alla our father. Chaucerhath vſed the ſame libettfe in fete and 
mealures that the Latiniſts doe vſe:and who fo euer doe pcruſe and 
well conſider his wozkes, he ſhall finde that although his lines are 
not alwapes of one ſelfe lame number of Spllables , pet being red 
by one that hath vnderſtanding, the longeſt verſe and that which 
hath moſt ſillables in it, will fall (to the eare)cozreſpondent vato 


that which hath in it feweſt ſillables, ſhall be found pet to conſid of 


woꝛds that haue ſuch naturall ſound, as may ſæme equall in length 
to a verſe which hath many moe ſi lables of lighter accentes. And 
ſurely J can lament that wee are fallen into ſuch a playne and ſim⸗ 
ple maner of wꝛitin , that there is none other fote vſed but one: 
hereby our oemes map iuſtly be called Rithmes , and can not 
by any right challeage the name of a vcrſe. | But 


Bret ſince it is ſo, let vs take the fed de es we finde it. and let me ſe · 
downe vnto you ſuch rules 02 pꝛeceptes, chat cucu in his payne 
fte of two ſillables pou weſt no woꝛd from lis naturati & vivall 
ſound. J doe not meane hercby that ye u may vle rone othir uozos 
but of two ſillables fo therein pou map vle diſcretien actoꝛding to 
occaſion of matter: but my meaning is, that all the wozdes in your 
verſe be ſo placed, as the firſt fiilable may ſound ſhot oʒ be depꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed, the ſecond long oz elt uate, the thirde ſhozt the tourth long, the 
fifth ſhozt, c.

In theſe two verſes there ſemeth no difference at all, ſince the 
one hath the ſelte ſame wozds that the other hath and yet the latter 
verſe is neither true no? pleaſant , and the firſt verſe may paſſe the 
muſters. The fault of the later verſe is that this woꝛd vndeiſtand 
is therin lo placed as the graue accent paſſeth vpen cer. & thereby 
maketh yer inthis woꝛd vnderftand,to be eleuated, which is con- 
tratie to the naturall oz vſuall pꝛonunciation: fo; we ſap

5 Pere by the way J thinke it not amiſſe to fozewarne pot that 
you thꝛuſt as fewe woꝛds of many ſillables into pour verſe as map 
be: and hereunto J might alledge many reaſons: firſt the moſt aun⸗ 
cient Engliſh woꝛds are of one ſillable, ſo that the moze monaſilla 
bles you vſe, the truer Engliſhman pou ſhal ſeme,and the le ſſe you 
ſhal ſmel of the 4nkhozne.

8 Pou may vſe the ſame figures oz tropes in verſe, which are 
vſed in pꝛoſe, and in my iudgement they ſerue moze aptly, and hal e 
greater grace in verle then they haue in pꝛoſe: but pet therein rc-

9 Allo aſmuch as may be, eſchewe ſtrange woꝛds, 010 e t & 
iuuſit ata, unleſſe the Theame doe geue iuſt occaſion ; mary in ſome 
places a ſtrange woꝛde doethdzaw attentiue reading, but pet J 
would haue pou therein to vie diſcretion. 

10 And aſmuch as you may frame pour ſtile to perſpicuity and 
to be ſenſtole, koꝛ the hauty obſcure verſe docth not much delight, e 
the verie that is ta eaſie is like a tale ofa roaſted hozſe: But let 
pour eme be fuch as may both delight, and dꝛawe attentiue rea⸗ 
ding e therwithal may vckucr ſuch matter as is woꝛth Þ marking, 

12 You ſhal do very wel to vſe pour verſe after thengliſh phzale, 
and not after Þ maner ok other languages. The latiniſts do cõmon⸗ 
ly ſet the adieciue after þ ſubſtãtiue, as fo; exaple: Fomina palchra, 
ades alt. but if we ſhuld ſap in engliſh a wor fai a Lovſe high xc 
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it would hane but ſmall grace: fo we ſay a god man, and 
not a man god, cc. And pet I wtil yot altegether fozbid it 
you ,fo2 in ſome places it map be bozne, but not ſo hai diy as

Surely I ſmile at the fimplicitie of ſuch deuiſers, which 
might as wel baue ſaid it in plaine Engliſh phꝛaſe, and pet 
baue better pleaſed all eares, then thep ſatiſfie their owne 
fancies by ſuch {uperfineſſe, Therefoze eyen as J haue ad- 
utſed you to place all wozds in their natur all o moſt com- 
mon and dſuall pꝛonunciation, ſo woulde J wiſh pou to 
frame all ſentences in their mother phaſe, and p2oper Idi- 
oma, and pet ſometimes(as I baue ſaid befoze)the contra« 
ty map be bozne, but that is rather where rime enfo2ceth,oz 
per licentiam poeticam, then it is otherwiſe lawfull o; 
commendable.
